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21-Year Embargo's End 


U.S.-To-China Trade Approved. 
Consumer Goods, Cars Included 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


White House aanounced today a 
broad range of America-made 
products that may be sold to 
mainland China, including 
automobiles, 
some industrial 


equipment, and most consumer 
goods. 


Ending a 21-year embargo on 


trade to the Communist country, 
President Nixon made public 
the list of exports that U.S. in- 


dustry may ship to Red China 
under 
a general license, 


meaning the products can be 
shipped without further ap- 
proval from the government. 


Nixon said the list includes 


most farm, fish and forestry 
products, tobacco, fertilizers, 
coal, selected chemicals, rub- 
ber, textiles and some metals. 


In 
addition, 
he 
said, 


agricultural, industrial and 


office equipment is included, as 
well as household appliances, 
electrical apparatus in general 
industrial or commercial use, 
some electronic and com- 
munications equipment, and 
some automobile equipment and 
consumer goods. 


Nixon also decided to sweep 


aside a requirement 
that 


American business must obtain 
government 
permission to 


export wheat flour and other 
grains to China, Eastern Europe 
and the Soviet Union. 


The Chinese export list ap- 


peared to parallel closely a 
similar list on exports to the 
Soviet Union, which has been in 
existence for some time.

SACRAMENTO, Calif. (AP) 


— Gov. Ronald 
Reagan's 


welfare reform program, which 
he offered in March as a model 
for the nation, has been killed by 
state Senate Democrats who 
then approved a rival plan. 


The defeat in committee 


Wednesday was a bitter one for 
the Republican chief executive 
who has seen major parts of the 
plan adopted in New York State 
and considered in other state 
legislatures. 


Reagan had counted on 


savings from the program, a 
most recent estimate of $157 
million, to balance his $6.74 
billion budget 


But the death of the bills, plus 


a newly discovered $203 million 
deficit, make it virtually certain 
that Reagan will have to accept 
a tax increase this year. 


The substitute 
measure, 


sponsored by Chairman An- 
thony C. Beilenson of the Senate 
Health and Welfare Committee, 
contains many of the reforms 
that were in the Reagan plan. 
But 
the 
governor 
called 


newsmen to his office and 
denounced it as a "blatant at- 
tempt to force a gigantic tax 
increase on the people." 


"It is nothing but a big bundle 


of band-aids that isn't going to 
reform anything," said Reagan.

POLITICS WITH PRISONERS 


PARIS (AP) — U.S. Am- 


bassador David K. E. Bruce 
charged today that the Viet- 
namese 
Communists 
are 


playing politics with American 
prisoners of war and called this 
reprehensible. 


The head of the American 


delegation to the Vietnam peace 
talks also called on the Com- 
munists to confirm and clarify 
recently published statements 
concerning the prisoners and 
other issues holding up set- 
tlement of the war. His request 
was ignored. 


TROOP REDUCTION 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


Pentagon's schedule to reduce 
U.S. armed strength to pre- 
Korean War levels may be 
forced ahead a year by 
Congress. 


It will depend on whether the 


House and Senate appropriate a 
$2.7 billion a year military pay 
raise, nearly three times the 
Nixon administration's $lbillion 
request. 


So far, the two chambers have 


approved differing legislation 
authorizing a service pay hike of 
that size. But when all details 
are compromised, the figure is 
expected to remain close to $2.7 
billion. 


MEXICANS FOUND SLAIN 


MEXICO CITY (AP) — The 


bodies of 12 men and a woman, 
all shot between the eyes, have 
been found buried in a vacant lot 
next to a movie house in a small 
town in northern Mexico, the 
newspaper El Sol reported 
today. 


The report said the bodies 


were found hi Escandon, near 
Juarez, on land belonging to 
Mayor Raimundo Palacios' 
brother Ricardo.

Soviet Bid For Space Dominance

CAPE KENNEDY, Fla. (AP) 


— The Soyuz 11-Salute space 
station flight is a major step 
toward the Soviet Union's 
avowed goal to regain world 
space dominance, and the U.S. 
government appears ready to 
forfeit America's lead.

American Death Toll 
At Five Year Low 


SAIGON (AP) — The US 


Command reported today that 
19 Americans died in combat in 
the Vietnam war last week It 
was the lowest weekly toll in 
more than 5% years. 


The command said another 19 


American servicemen died from 
such nonhostile causes as ac- 
cidents or illness, and 261 
Americans were wounded in 
action, 32 more than the week 
before. 


The battlefield death toll was 


the lowest since Oct 17-23, 1965, 
when 
14 Americans were 


reported killed. 


The U.S. casualty report last 


Thursday listed 48 Americans 
killed, 229 wounded and 16 dead 
from nonhostile causes during 
the week of May 23-29. But mere 
than half of the dead were killed 
in a rocket attack the week 
before. 


The count last week reflected 


both a generally low level of 
fighting involving the 250,000 


American troops still in Viet- 
nam

Dr. William Martin, a member of the Red Bluff High School 


governing board, suggested at the board's meeting Tuesday night 
that students be polled on whether they want graduation 
ceremonies, explaining that reports of student indifference and 
student opposition to the traditional cap and gown ritual had come 
to his attention. He asked whether a majority wants to do away 
with it. 


Principal Douglas Sale replied that it is a minority, but that 


"it's growing larger all the time." He expressed apprehension, too, 
about unorthodox grooming, and about the possibility of noise and 
interruption at the commencement exercises scheduled for 8:30 
tonight on Spartan Field. "But,'4 he asked, "do we want to have the 
place guarded by police?" 


That brings up a question which is not an isolated one. In fact, it 


applies in many places every day. To what extent do we use force? 
To what extent do we ignore irritations? To what extent do we 
change our actions because of them? 


The sensible course is that followed at Red Bluff High School. 


The majority of students and their parents want the graduation 
ceremony, so it is held. No one is required to attend it to be 
graduated from high school, and that is right. It is not right that 
anyone should interfere with the the ceremony engaged in by those 
who want it, but putting up with some rudeness is better than an 
ugly scene at what should be a happy occasion. 


Some patience, some forebearance, and a sense of humor will 


probably see us through at this commencement time and many 
more to come. And even if it should come to the point that the 
ceremonies are actually spoiled by interference, it would probably 
be better to suspend them than to resort to heavy policing. But on 
matters more vital, there can come a time when we must make a 
stand, when force must be used. 


Such a tune comes when classes are disrupted and when 


buildings and equipment are destroyed. No issue, no matter how 
important, justifies that. Just as we should not overreact on non- 
vital matters, there must be no question of how we will react to 
attacks on people, property and institutions which are of vital 
importance to us. 


In the meantime, everything will go better, and we will be a lot 


happier, if we distinguish between young dedication to change by 
force and youthful desire to show off, coupled, perhaps, with a bit of 
holdover small-child naughtiness.

"the skyjacker's leverage," 
intending to suggest the great

One man with a 
pistol, or even with a watergun 
that is taken for a pistol, can 
commandeer an airplane with 
four hundred people in it, kid- 
napping the lot of them and, if 
that is his bent, destroying 
them. 


Professor Dan Boorstin has 


remarked that one of our dif- 
ficulties arises from the basic 
fact that we live in a "flow 
technology," and all that you 
need to do in order to hurt 
somebody is: stop. Stop your car 
on a crowded speedway, and you 
may cause fifty cars to pile up 
behind you. The combination of 
flow 
technology, 
and 
the 


skyjackers leverage, can cause 
wars — and change the tone of 
social occasions. 


Yesterday it was graduation 


day at a small venerable, and 
altogether dignified college near 
Washington, D. C. In order to 
hand out the three hundred-odd 
diplomas, it was necessary that 
the graduates file by quickly, as 


their names were called, past 
the president, who gave each his 
diploma, and shook his hand. 


One 
gentleman, 
looking 


exactly like Sirhan Sirhan, 
grabbed the diploma from the 
president, but refused to shake 
his proffered hand, and the 
result was as if a blot of ink had 
fallen on the wedding dress of 
the bride: there was no erasing 
the memory of it, and all that it 
signified in the breach of 
protocol, and 
of civil at- 


tachments. One student — 
needing only to refuse to shake 
hands. Flow technology. 


Then tnere was the student 


speaker. He had been elected to 
perform as valedictorian by the 
members of his class, with 
whom he is popular; and he is 
graduating with high honors. 
His name is called out and, in 
academic gown, he walks to the 
podium With some difficulty, 
because he is carrying around 
his neck two saxophones. TWO 
SAXOPHONES. 


He begins to speak — a normal 


American voice, unaccented, 
conversational inflections. He 
gives the names of the students 
he is grateful to for this and that. 
Then the names of faculty to 


whom he is grateful. Then the 
names of the thinkers and 
writers he has read, whom he 
particularly admires. He then 
begins his address, which is an 
examination of the foundations 
of happiness and wisdom. 


After a few moments he an- 


nounces that he will emit a few 
tones which particularly please 
him and are freighted with 
meaning. This he does, blowing 
on one saxophone. Then he goes 
on to blow on the other, whether 
in order to show the superiority 
of the second, no one could 
guess, although it was inevitable 
that it should be better than the 
first. Then back to his theme, 
about how to find ecstasy, and 
love, and "discipline." 


The speaker had taken care to 


insert 
into every 
printed 


porgram a "schematic" of his 
talk, designed to give the 
listener a little help in following 
the points as he made them. The 
schematic was conveniently 
supplied with two-way arrows, 
explaining the more intricate of 
the speaker's points. 


The several thousand listeners 


listened most patiently. Indeed, 
they listened achingly: surely, 
soon now — any minute — they 
would catch — a trace of wit? A 


flash of humor? An oxymoronic 
felicity? No, never. He was all 
bug, no lightning. And it lasted 
and 
it lasted, 
in the hot 


auditorium. And when he was 
done, the crowd burst into that 
nervous applause one hears 
from parents at their children's 
piano recitals. 


At least the young gentleman 


was in pursuit of virtue, and his 
exhibitionism, 
though em- 


barrassing, seemed to be a part 
of his offering. And after all of 
the seven cardinal virtues, he 
touched on only four, leaving the 
audience 
with 
the 
scant 


satisfaction that he had not 
discovered, prior to the com- 
mencement 
exercises, the 


remaining three. 


At least it was over, at least he 


hadn't 
called 
for 
killing 


policemen, or raping Mrs. 
Nixon, or burning up the college. 
One takes these things in stride 
at the academy. The skyjacker's 
leverage. What can you do? 
What you do is take the ants out 
of your pants, and resolve to 
master whichever one of the 
mysterious 
eastern 
cults 


teaches you to turn off, when 
your brothers insist on making 
protracted asses out of them- 
selves. 


Washington Merry-Go-Round 


Hassle Over Air Force Band Program 


By JACK ANDERSON 


WASHINGTON — The Pen- 


tagon, over the objections of 
Sen. Frank Moss, D-Utah, or- 
dered an Air Force band to play 
at graduation ceremonies at a 
private, all-white school in 
Montgomery, Ala. 


The band played on June 6 at 


the Montgomery Academy, a 
high-achievement school of 500 
set up in 1959. 


This had been an annual 


appearance arranged by Maj. 
Gen. James Mclntyre, a retired 
Air Force congressional liaison 
chief, who is a director of the 
school. Because of the school's 
all-white student body, however, 
the Air Force finally blocked the 
band from playing. 


But this year, following a 


public announcement by the 
school that it would open its 
doors to all students with the 
$1,000 
tuition and 
proper 


qualifications, the school again 
asked the band to play. 


The school still has no blacks 


and no prospects of getting any. 
Grumbling began in the band, 
therefore, among white as well 
as black members. 
At the 


Pentagon, Maj. Melvin Huyett, 
the bands' community relations 
officer, told officials at Maxwell 
Air Force Base that he also 
disapproved of the idea. 


Huyett diplomatically said he 


thought it was bad policy to play

at any high school gatherings. 
But General Mclntyre, wise in 
the 
ways of Washington, 


discreetly called Maxwell Air 
Force Base to inquire, as he put 
it, about the band. 


Huyett was swiftly overruled, 


and the band was once again 
ordered to play. 


Senator Moss, notified by a 


band member, wrote a hot letter 
on June 1 to Air Force Secretary 
Robert Seamans, declaring: "I 
would hope that serijus con- 
sideration would be given to 
cancelling Air Force par- 
ticipation in the program." 


Last Friday, the Air Force 


told Moss's office the band 
would play because Mon- 
tgomery had enrolled two black 
students for this fall. 


We reached Robert Weil, the 


school board's president, who 
said he could recall no black 
applications to the graceful 
Georgian brick school on the 
edge of town. He said he would 
welcome applications from 
qualified black students with the 
$1,000 tuition. 


"We are not one of these 


schools set up to countervene the 
Federal rules on integration," 
he said. "We don't even play in 
athletic leagues with them." 


Footnote: The Air Force, 


either by mistake or in an effort 
to soothe Moss, gave him bum 
information on the "two black 


students." Weil said none have 
been enrolled. 


BUILDING BOONDOGGLE 


Senate Public Works Chair- 


man Jennings Randolph, D- 
W.Va., has asked his staff to 
investigate the Pikes Peak cost 
of federal office buildings. It 
cost the government's own 
construction experts $38 a 
square foot, for example, to 
build their Housing and Urban 
Development headquarters. Yet 
directly across the street, an 
office building of the same 
quality cost private contractors 
only $22 a square foot to build. 


The marker identifying the 


HUD building cost $71,000 alone. 
The government erected an 
eight-story 
concrete 
slab, 


complete with floodlights to 
illuminate the lettering at night. 


"This is strictly an esthetic 


frill that has no useful purpose 
other than to identify the 
building," reported staff aide J. 
B. Huyett, Jr., in a private 
memo to Randolph. 


The government has lighted 


the emergency 
exits in its 


buildings with bulbs that cost 
less but don't last as long as a 
superior brand. By using the 
longer-life bulbs, Randolph 
calculated that the taxpayers 
could save $30,000 for every 
large federal building over a 20- 
year period. 


Since the government has 


more than 500 such facilities, the 
potential savings just on exit 
light bulbs could amount to $15 
million. 


Randolph also noted that the 


apertured fixtures underneath 
fluorescent lights are costly to 
dean. The function of this egg- 
crate design is to diffuse the 
light. But he was told this was 
unnecessary when the lights are 
more than 15 feet above the 
floor. 


The standards for federal 


buildings are usually higher — 
and, therefore, more costly — 
than the standards for com- 
mercial buildings. But Randolph 
couldn't see, for instance, why 
the taxpayers should spend 
millions to keep federal office 
buildings three degrees cooler in 
the summer. 


"Can you tell the difference 


between 75 and 78 degrees inside 
when it's 100 degrees outside?" 
he demanded in a draft report 
not yet released to the press. 


When Randolph learned, in 


another instance, that the 
director of a four-story federal 
building had demanded the 
fastest elevator because he 
didn't like to wait, the Senator 
asked some acid questions. 
Result: the trip now takes six 
seconds longer, and the elevator 
cost $8,500 less. 


Dear Mr. B. Jones 


I only wish that you had 


brought your questions to the 
board during the last two and 
one half years while we were 
planning how to provide proper 
educational programs and 
facilities for the children in our 
district. I only wish that you 
could have served on the citizens 
committees that have helped us 
draw up a philosophy of 
education 
and 
make 
our 


decisions. You see we want our 
educational program not to be 
the beliefs of only five board 
members but a joint venture 
between our schools and our 
citizens. I only wish that you had 
been present at the public 
hearing when we sold Lincoln St. 
School, at least then there would 
have been one citizen that was 
interested present. It is very 
easy to second guess; and 
believe me I don't mean to imply 
that you are doing this; but it is 
another thing to try and choose 
the best path when faced with 
the problem such as Lincoln St. 
School. As the saying goes, 
"Your damned if you do and 
damned if you don't." However I 
accept the responsibility of the 
sale as I still feel this was a 
sound move. 


I am glad to see that you are 


critical; but better yet glad to 
see that you have an open mind 
and want to be shown. Mr. B. 
Jones you will be shown, and 
will vote yes on the merits of the 
program. Every voter that 
raises a legitimate 
question 


should be answered. However I 
have no sympathy for those who 
will criticize and not seek the 
answers. 


I did not realize that we were 


sulking and can find nothing to 
indicate this. If you consider 
taking time at assessing the 


situation and seeking an ap- 
proach to our problem sulking, 
then I guess we are. You see the 
welfare of our children is too 
great to sit back and throw in the 
towel at one set back. 


I will agree with you that we 


will have to sell you on the 
program. I am sure you really 
don't believe one class room 
costs $86,800 but you are right in 
asking what else the money is 
being spent on. As a board we 
have deliberately tried to stay 
away from the threat approach. 
Any educational program in our 
community is a failure if a 
threat is needed to sell it. 


Much hard work over the past 


two and one half years has gone 
into this program by many 
people, 
both citizens 
and 


educators and I want to thank 
them. The program is sound, 
and the program gives our 
children the best possible 
education that we can afford. 
The program deserves the 
support of the community. Mr. 
B. Jones we will show you as 
long as you will seek the an- 
swers and listen, the price is too 
great to quit now. The children 
in our community must be able 
to get a proper education. 


I cannot speak for the«rest of 


the board; I cannot speak of- 
ficially; but I believe that your 
board has the interest of the 
children foremost in their 
minds. 


Our challenge is here, now, 


with the education of our 
children at stake and we 
welcome you to come to our 
office or ourselves to yours so 
that you may have the facts to 
justify your yes vote.

Food From Crude Oil K*££L *£%££

It's likely to be quite a while 


before anyone asks how you 
want your petroleumburger 
cooked. But progress is being 
made in producing food from 
crude oil. 


Oil company scientists are 


moving ahead slowly but 
steadily in their efforts to help 
ease a growing shortage of 
highgrade protein food. 


They have been working in 


their laboratories for quite a 
number of years, and finally 
some plants of modest size have 
been built to turn out the syn- 
thetic food on a commercial 
basis. 


In 
the 
simplest 
terms, 


organism — yeasts and bacteria 
— are grown 
on a diet of 


petroleum to produce single-cell 
protein 
— SCP 
— 
with 


nutritional value comparable to 
meat. 


These microbes — the yeasts 


and bacteria — biochemically 
change petroleum hydrocarbons 
into protein with dazzling speed. 


As an example, a 1,000-pound 


steer can make about one pound 
of useful protein in one day's 
growth, but 1,000 pounds of 
microbes can make 4,000 pounds 
of protein in a day. 


The intensive effort to produce 


a synthetic food is inspired by 
the fact that two-thirds of the 
world's population doesn't get 
enough protein now, and some 


scientists say that new protein 
sources, in addition to plants, 
animals and 
fish, must be 


developed to avoid mass famine 
in the still more populous future 


"The final SCP product is a 


fine, white powder — bland 
tasting and odorless — that 
mixes well with other foods," 
says the American Petroleum 
Institute. "In most cases, the 
immediate objective of the SCP 
projects is to produce a food 
supplement that can be fed to 
livestock and thereby enrich 
human diets in a secondary way 


"But the ultimate aim is to 


develop SCP that can be eaten 
directly by human beings. This 
is 
particularly 
important 


because more than 300-million 
children throughout the world 
exist on protein-deficient diets 
that seriously affect 
their 


health, retard their growth and 
even impair their 
mental 


development." 


British Petroleum 
Co. has 


built two plants of modest size in 
Scotland and France to produce 
protein by hydrocarbon fer- 
mentation. It said the product 
will be used to enrich animal 
feeds, principally for turkeys, 
chickens, hogs and for fish 
farming. 


Scientists concede that one of 


the biggest problems will be to 
persuade people to eat food 
made 
of 
petroleum-based 


protein.

to know why the countv was 
billed at all. 


He said the county has a 


physician on its payroll at 
$36,000 a year and the Tehama 
County Health and Safety 
Commission is interviewing for 


another doctor at $28,000 an- 
nually. With two medical men 
available, Byrne feels the 
physicians should do all the 
county physicals as part of their 
salary contract. 


Byrne's proposal was coun- 


tered by board chairman 
Supervisor Shan Patterson who 
insisted that the Tehama County 
subsidized hospital is supposed 
to be on the enterprise system. 


Someone would have to pay 


the bills, Patterson told Byrne. 


Byrne, 
however, wasn't 


convinced. 


He told Patterson that for all 


the county physical amounted 
to, a prospective employe 
should go to the state health 
department office for a chest X- 
ray and a blood test, then to the 
county physician so his heart 
and lungs could be checked and 
he "could jump up and down on 


one. foot for 30 seconds.' 


Byrne reminded the board the 


hospital facility itself bad 
nothing to do with the physicals. 
Physicals, he said, are routinely 
performed in doctors' offices. 


Byrne also noted the county 


doctor treats patients at the 
county jail. 


The county contributes 10 per 


cent of the public 
health 


department's 
budget 
for 


Tehama County, Byrne told the 
board, so the cost to the county 
for the two tests would be almost 
nil. 


The matter was temporarily 


laid to rest when it was tabled 
until the June 15 supervisor 
meeting when the county 
physician, the county hospital 
administrator and the Health 
and Safety Commission 
will 


have an opportunity to offer an 
opinion.

fund have asked to have their 


money returned 


A Los Molinos Community 


Club project raised $300 toward 
the pool, but the money now will 
possibly go to a new park. 


Other monies which might 


have gone toward the pool 
project are being redirected, 
according to several district 
residents. 


At one time the Community 


Club, which spearheaded the 
drive, had a contractor lined up 
and ready to do the job. 


There was considerable delay 


while the school board decided if 
it could use community service 
taxes toward pool renovation. It 
apparently was never deter- 
mined who would pay for pool 
insurance and upkeep, although 
the community club indicated it 
would raise the funds to pay the 
summer, community use ex- 


penses. 


Besides the cost of the pool 


renovation, 
insurance and 


upkeep, shower and toilet 
facilities would have to be 
provided for community use. 
The school could use the pool 
without these facilities because 
of the adjacent gym, according 
to Carothers.

Federal Offices Need 
$pace At Airport 


The Federal Aviation Agency 


and the National Weather 
Service are seeking additional 
office space at the Bidwell Field- 
Red Bluff Airport. 


According to a letter from W. 


W. Umscheid of the Los Angeles 
FAA office, the agencies would 
like to have the space between 
the administration building and 
the new airport building walled 
in. The area is now a covered 
breezeway, Herb Nelson, Red 
Bluff city manager, explained. 


Nelson said the FAA and 


weather bureau would contract 
with the city for a 10-year 
period. During that time, the 
city would be paid enough rent 
to pay off the facility plus an 
interest rate equal to the last 
bond issue the city floated. 


Nelson said the interest would 


be about four and a half per 


cent, the rate given for the city 
hall bonds. 


The present FAA-Weather 


Service facilities are being 
rented to the federal agencies 
on a similar agreement. That 
rental lease has another five 
years 
before 
termination, 


Nelson said. 


The weather station, through 


one name and another, has been 
in Red Bluff since the late 1870s. 


The additional office space 


sought by the government 
amounts to about 1,600 square 
feet. 


According to a Weather 


Service spokesman, the NWS 
has only 640 square feet. "We're 
very limited in space," he said, 
adding there is no place for the 
electronics technician to work 
and storage is limited.

illustrates the surge of the 
Russians. 


In 1966, the year the United 


States took the lead, it recorded 
103 successful space launchings 
and the Soviet Union had 42. In 
1967, America still led, 87 to 66. 


In 1968, the Soviet Union took the 
lead in number of launchings for 
the first time, 74 to 66, and has 
held it since. In 1969 the margin 
was 70 to 60, and last year it was 
88 to 36 as the United States 
sharply curtailed space activity. 


In 1971 the Soviets are off and 


running toward a record. To 
date they have launched 41 
successful payloads, the United 
States 16. 


Most Soviet shots have had 


military applications such as 
reconnaissance, com- 
munications and navigation — 
also conducted by Americans. 
But there have been several 
recent Russian tests of a 
satellite interceptor in which at 
least four orbiting payloads 
have been blown to bits. And 
there have been numerous tests 
of an orbital bomb system.
